VIVE LA REPUBLIQUE/

Mz, Wasunonye, our Minister at Paris yes-
torday, officially recognized the French repub.
lio, under instruoctions recsived from the
President of the Uaited States, and tendered
the congratulations of our Government.
This action will meet with the hearty ap-
proval of a very large majorily of the people
of the Umted Btates, who look npon the
downfall of Imperialism and the establish-
ment of a republic upon its rnins as hopefal
signs for the foture of France. How ar-
dently the Frenoh peopls and the men who
have so suddenly and so nnexpeotedly been
entrusted with the responsibilities of the
new Government in this terrible orisis longfor
the hearty sympathy and support of
the great republic of the Western World, in
their efforts to rekindle the fires upon the
altars of freedom in France, was shown by
the despatoh to the President of the United
States, whioh was almost the first act of M.
Jules Favre on assuming the daties of the
Foreign Office in the republican Cabinet. On
mere teohnical grounds the recognition of the
French republic ‘'was s perfectly proper act on
the part of I'resident Grant, as the empire
has passed away as completely as if it had
never existed, and there is but one anthority
with which we can Hold official interesurse,
that of the republic. Outside of techni-
onlities, however, the prompt action
of the President in  this  matter
but expresses the sentiments of the nation,
whioh is eager to extend its cordial sympa-
thies to the French people on their deliver-
anoe from an odious despotism, and its sin-
cere weoll wishes for their future prosperity
under a free republican government. The
failure of former French republics moakes
many persons danbious of the success of the
present experiment; but the great order
whioh has prevailed in Paris during the
mighty change that has been effected, and in
the midst of terrible events calculated to ex-
cite the worst passions, is a hopeful angury
for the future of France; and if the warm
sympathies and hopes of the American peopls
will aid in ¥ny way in establishing the new
Frenoh republic upon a firm foundation, the
guooess of this new movement in the cause
of liberty is assured beyond a doubt.

THE PEACE NEGOTIATIONS.
Tasw efforts set on foot to bring about a
peace betwecn the mew republic and the
Germans sre begining to wear a hopeful
aspeot, end in the interests of civilization
and humanity we fervently hope that they
may be successful. Jules Favre in his cir-
cular distinotly declares that ‘‘the polioy of
Franoe is peace,” and we must not expect
that at the very outset of & mew government
he will accompany this frank admission with
full statements of asll the concessions he is
wi'ling to make to attain the avowed object
of bis desire., When he says that “‘France
yields not one foot of roil, not one stone of
fortress," it is reasonable to suppose that he

bows to the  mecessity of talk-
ing buncombe  which exists in
France as well as in the United States. In-

deed, the hint is thrown out that the new
ministry is willing to have all the forts in
Alsace and Lorraine destroyed, as well as to
pay the war expenses of Germany. If more
is demanded now, the invading armies may
in the end be foroed to accept less. The ex.
traordinary success:s of the Prussians have
inspired European monarchs with fear and
jealousy, and the enforcement of cruel terms
upon the French people will not only drive
them to despair, but awaken the sympathy of
the masses of other lands, and draw down
npon the Germans populsr as well as
monarchial hostility. No nation is powerful
enough in this age to arrogantly dely public
opinion, and while King William is re

to have rejected intervention in the earlier
stages of the present combat, we can soarcely
think that he will turn a deaf ear to reason-
able propositions now.

There is no new trinmph in reserve for
the invading armios except the captura of
Paria, and if that great city is resolutely de-
fended ita capture will involve its virtual
destruotion. Buch an aet of vandalism wouald
wither all the laurels of the ponquerors, while
it would dissipate their hopes of being reim.-
bursed for their war expenditure; and we
can scarcely think they are unwise emough
to attempt it. That they will terrorize Paris
is highly probable; it may even be necessary
for them to do 80, to secure a popular ap-
proval, in the capital, of terms which
may not demand; but if terror-
isim is oarried too far it is likely to be as de-
strpotive to the true intereste of the invaders

a8 to the Parisians,
It is quite that Paris will resist s
siege ph Preparations for the

for days, weeks, and months, but for many
yoars, and by & hereic defense the best
offorts of the Prussians can be bafled fora

loag period. If they suffer the cawpaigu to

drag on until the Frenoh gain time to or-
ganizé now levies, while their own supplies
become precarious, their present advantages
may ooze away, and the treaty whioh mast be
made at last will be leas favorable to them
than the one wlich might now be negotiated.
If they meet with a single serioas reverse the
war spirit in Franoe may agsin becomeé so
uncontroliable that no Mfnister of that
country will dare to advooate peace on any
termas.

In view of these possibilities, we have a
strong hope that the war will close as sud.
denly as it commenced.

THE F’!REHJN‘D?:‘ }?IOT OF YESTER.

YrsTERDAY morning the volunteer fire depart.
ment of Philadelphia was disgraced by an-
other of those outrages that have grown so
frequent of late that decent oitizens can see
no remedy for them except in the total abo-
lition of the organization that tacitly if not
openly countensnoces such prooeedings on the
part of persons oconneoted with it. The
warmest (riends of the volunteer fire depart-
ment have been foroed into denunciation of
s system that, whatover its services in the

past may have been, has now
plainly  beocome inimical to  publio
order, The fire which ocourred yesterday

morning at the corner of Twenty-third and
Arch streels was undoubtedly the work of
some person or persons connected with the
fire department, and the evidence points
very plainly o the members of the Spring
Garden Fire Oompany. The objeot of kin-
dling the fire was to obtain an opportanity to
make an attack upon the Western Engine
Company, for, as its hose oarringe was pro-
oeeding to thes fire, it was set upon by a gang
of ruffians, the men drivem from the ropes,
and the carriage seized and run to Sansom
street wharf, where it was thrown into the
Schuylkill. It is  impoasible for
the  respeotable  members of the
fire department to extennate, apologize
for or explain such a dastardly outrage as
this, and 80 long as such things are permitted
to Lie done by men calling themselves fire-
men, the publio will feel that the volunteer
department is directly responsible, There
are many estimable oitizens connected with
the different fire companies who protest
against being compelled to share the dis-
credit of the evil deeds of their comraides,
and who eagerly assort that snch ouirages as
that of yesterdsy worning are the
work of ronners and  hangers-on,
who have no proper conneetion with thes de-
partment. The time has come when such
excused as this will no longer avail, and as
the respectable members of the fire de-
partment bhave never displayed any aotivity
in discovering and bringing to justioe the
incendiaries and rioters who disturb the
peace and destroy life and .property, we are
forced to conclude that they are either un-
willing or unable to do their obvious duty as
firemen and citizens,

It is soandalous that, under the plea of
being public proteotors, gangs of ruffians are
allowed not only to exist in all sections of the
city, but are largely maintained at the pub-
lic expens¢; who enjoy an almost tndisputed
liberty to eommit the crimes of arson and
riot whenever they feel inclined to entertain
themselves with a little excitement; and it ia
obvious, from the alarming inorease of such
outrages as that of yesterday morning, that
the only remedy for the existing evils is in
the disbandment of the volunteer system

and the organization of a  paid
fire department. That the ruffians who
kindled the fire yesterday morning

and made the attack upon the carriage of the
Western Engine Company will ever be dis-
covered and made to suffer the penalty of
their crimes, past experiences of similar oc-
currences forbids us to hope, and the ome
remedy that remains in the hands of the re-
spectable law-abiding portion of the comwmu.
nity should be applied withont facther delay.

COMPENSATIONS FOR THE WAR.
Waz, which is brutal, bloody, and horrible
at best, is doubly so when no good end is
served by the conflicts that entail so many
miseries on mankind, and when thonsands
are led to slanghter for no higher object than
the gratification of the ambition of selfish
despots. All the better instinets of humanity
revolt against such contests, and in this age,
especially, they are severely condemned by
enlightened publie opinien, .

The details of the recent German victories
in France, which teem with frightful stories
of human suffering, of mangled soldiers and
maimed civilians, of unutterable woe in the
ranks of the invaders as well as in the beaten
armies, render it more desirable than ever
that Christian statesmanship should zealously
strive to extract from this mass of misery,
devastation, and desolation tangible blessings
for the survivors smd for the descendants of
the generation which has suffered so griev-
ously. If history is to record that in 1870
the Germans, being well prepared for war,
inflioted terribie defeats on Franoe, and that
subsequent 'y, when France was well armed,
she returned blow for blow, with superadded
interest, without there being any tangible
sequel to either of these wars, or any new
security for the welfare of mankind

being |
developed, demons may langh at the wicked-

ness of such struggles, but angels will weep.
The political situation of the parties to the

present war fortunately enables them to place

by the First Napoleon, on the
other, will be practioslly worthless il they do
not assure permanent pesce. [f thal end ia
absolutely secured, the exact nature of the
atipulations is a matter of comparative indif.
ferenoce; but if they involve mutual disarma.
ment and the destruotion of threatening
fortresses, it will be better for both parties.
The waste of time, unneocessary expenditure
of money, and the personal privations in.
volved in the maintenance of large standing
armies and the emforcement of a rigorous

onerous and odions charaoter. If Germany
has grown strong enongh to cast off this fear-
ful burden,and if France, by disoarding it her-
self, gives her rival no exouse for its oon-
tinuanoce, this single reform will in itself soon
do as much good as the war has done harm.
No martial confliot can be as gloriona s the
war which conquers war itself, and it is vain
to create Alexanders or Hannibals if man.
kind can have no assurance that they are the
lnat of that bloody race.

With peace assured, not merely for the
moment, but forever, liberty will follow in
her train, The republio, born of war, can-
not be long-lived if all the cnergios of the
nation are to be conocentrated in a mad
atrugg'e for revenge. But if the vain dream
of {military supremaocy can be dispelled, &
glorious future, reaplendent with true glory
and illumined by resl freedom and bappiness,

will compensate France for all her pre-
sent eufferings. Spain, too, will be
morae than recompensed for the

loss of a German king by the election of a
patriotio president. Italy will rejoice in en-
larged liberty, and Germany, by liberalizing
her institutions and granting boon after boon
| to the brave people who have made her
| armies invineible, will denive more heartfelt
satisfuction than every conceivable victory on
foreign soil can give.

In Jooking back upon our own war, the
record of all its trinmphs would be fearfully
unsatisfactory if we did not feel that a great
government had been resened from destruo-
tion and a race emancipated, It wounld mat-
{er little now whether this or that battle was
won or lost, if no tangible and permanent
oivil results had been secured. We trast that
the European combatants may be equally for-
tanate in securing compensalions for the loss
of their brave sons. It is in their power to
evoke good ont of the evil already wrought,
| and they will inour a fearful responsibility
if they negleot the present opportunity,

Narovrron did at least one thing to derange
the p'ans of the Prussians—he surrendered
himselfl prematurely. What his motive was
is no! clearly known, bnt fear of his own sol-
d'ers appears to have been a strong incentive.
He could not bave found a sufer place of re.
fuge in the world than the German csmp,
for at Puris he would have been in imminent
danger, and in Belgium some of the strag-
glers from the army he bad plunged in inextri.
oable diffioulties might have avenged the
massacre of their comrades. By placing
himself in the ovstody of the invaders he
enabled France to organize & new govern.
ment, and thus to avert, in advanoe, the dan.
gers of the revolation in Paris which would
probably have occurred when the German
armies approached the capital, if the Napo-
leonic dynasty had continued in power.
